gangsters, then I ask, can we be 
critical when the ignorant and un­ 
informed consider the world to be 
their oyster, and they proceed to 
open it in any fashion that suits | 
their fancy?”

telephone permits instant commun­ 
ication w'ith the driver. 
The floor 
is covered w'ith a rug, held down 
by snap-on fasteners, which can be 
removed from the rubber tile floor 
when desirable.
